Measure to Serap 
Reserve Program 
In Committee 


If a bill now pending in 
Congress is passed all army 
and navy reserve programs, 
such as the navy’s V-5, V- 12, and 
the others, will be scrapped in 
favor of a plan whereby all 18- 
year-olds will go through the reg- 
ular procedure of induction, then 
be given a chance to state their 
preference, and, should they pass 
requisite physicals and mentals, 
will be trained in much thesame 
manner as under the present sys- 
tem. 

Aiong this line,.an order from 
the government is expected here 
by February 15, which will set 
a quota of students for which 
the college may request defer- 
ment. Only such students as are 
engaged in the sciences, physics, 
geology, and the geophysical sci- 
ences, dentistry, medicine, and 


theology, will receive first con-
